20.—Speaker 
Cannon and Vice President Fairbanks 
have announced their belief that the 
present congress will pass an employ­ 
ers' liability act which will meet and 
overcome tho unconst itutionalities of 
the present law pointed out by the su­ 
preme court of the united States in a 
recent 
decision. 
These 
statements 
were made unreservedly by Speaker 
Cannon and guardedly by the vice 
president to a delegation led by Sam­ 
uel Goinpers, president of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor, from eighty 
seven national and international trade 
and labor organizations, and farmers’ 
organizations assembled in a national 
conference in this city. 
The delega­ 
tion called on the speaker to lay be 
fore 
the 
house 
of 
representatives 
through him a memorial entitled ‘‘la­ 
b ors protest to congress.” 
The scope 
of this memorial was set forth in the 
following opening paragraphs: 
‘‘We, the official representatives of 
the national and international trade 
and labor unions and organizations of 
farmers, in national conference as 
•embled in the District of Columbia 
for the purpose of considering and 
taking action deemed necessary to 
meet the situation in which the work­ 
ing people of our country are placed 
by recent decisions of the courts, now 
appear before congress to voice the 
earnest and emphatic protest of the 
workers of the country against the in­ 
difference, 
if 
not 
actual 
hostility, 
which congress has shown toward the 
reasonable and 
righteous measures 
proposed by the workers for the safe­ 
guarding of their rights and interests. 


Urge 
Immediate Action. 
"In the name of labor we now urge 
upon congress the necessity for im­ 
mediate aciion for relief from the 
most grave and momentous situation 
which has ever confronted the work­ 
ing people of this country. 
This crisis 
has been brought about by the appli­ 
cation by the supreme court of the 
United States of the Sherman anti­ 
trust law to the workers both orga­ 
nized and in their individual capacity. 
“ Labor and the people generally 
look askance at the invasion of the 
court upon the prerogatives of the 
lawmaking and executive departments 
of our government. 
“The workers feel that congress it­ 
self must share our chagrin and sense 
of injustice when the courts exhibit 
an utter disregard for the real intent 
and purpose of laws enacted to safe­ 
guard and protect the workers in the 
exercise of their normal activities. 
There is something ominous in the 
Ironic manner in which the courts 
guarantee to workers: 
“The right to be maimed and killed 
without liability to the employer. 
“The right to be discharged for be­ 
longing to a union. 
“The right to work as many hours 
as employers please and under any 
conditions which they may impose. 
“Labor is justly indignant at the 
bestowal 
or guaranteeing of these 
worthless and academic ‘rights’ by the 
courts, which in the same breath deny 
and forbid to the workers the prac­ 
tical and necessary protection of laws 
which 
define 
and 
safeguard 
their 
rights and liberties and the exercise 
of them individually or in associa­ 
tion.” 
Responding to the presentation of 
the memorial by Mr. Gompers, Speak­ 
er Cannon in part said:

delivery of the opinion of the court in 
the case referred to when there has

With the opinion of the court as will 
give ii remedy to employes for in­

ing were President Gompers and Sec­ 
retary Jo)*I B. pennon of the Ameri 
ran re d a c tio n of Labor; Seth Low, 
former mayor of New York, president 
of the American Civic Federation; 
Commissioner of Labor Neill and Pro­ 
fessor Jeremiah E. Jenks of Cornel 
university. Beyond the statement that 
“it was for the purpose of determin­ 
ing whether we can associate our ef 
forts to bring about the desired re­ 
lief,” President Gompers declined to 
discuss the details of the conference. 
Later Mr. Low, who has been here 
for several days aiding in drafting the 
proposed amendments to the Sherman 
act, left for New York city.

Pittsburg, March 20.—A feeling of 
relief swept over Pittsburg and vi­ 
cinity when officials of the United 
States weal lier bureau announced that 
conditions had suddenly changed and 
that the flood which came upon the 
city with unusual suddenness w’ould 
not be as serious as they had expect 
ed. 
It was stated that the crest of 
the flood would probably not exceed 
twenty-eight feet, instead of thirty- 
three feet or more, the forecast of the 
first warning. 
The danger line in 
Pittsburg is twenty-two feet. 
At the 
extreme headwaters the rivers are 
falling, rain having ceased. 
The Lower Allegheny and the Lower 
Monongahela are still rising, the aver­ 
age rate being about eight-tenths of a 
foot. 
The Ohio is rising rapidly. 
Although the flood will not be as 
serious as feared, it will be attended 
by enormous loss, much of which al­ 
ready has been inflicted. 
The rise 
came with such suddenness that there 
was not time to remove goods and 
take 
other 
precautions. 
Thousands 
of cellars and the first floors of hun­ 
dreds of homes in the lowlands are 
flooded; 
muddy 
water 
is 
flowing 
through scores of industrial plants and 
it is estimated that at least 25,000 em­ 
ployes will be unable to work. 
Base­ 
ments of stores all through the retail 
district in the lower part of the old 
city and on the North Side are full of 
water and much merchandise is either 
totally destroyed or seriously dam­ 
aged. 
Many families are prisoners in their 
homes and are being furnished food 
and other necessities by the flood pa­ 
trol and relief committees, who use 
skiffs, boats and improvised rafts in 
getting through the flooded streets.

TOO MUCH Lin d CAESAR 


Fearing 
His P ow er, R oosevelt W on 
Bun, Says Colonel H arvey. 
In illustrating his Bromley founda­ 
tion lecture on journalism at Yale uni­ 
versity the other day Colonel George 
Harvey, editor of Harper’s Weekly, 
made use of his ideal of a newspaper, 
which he called the Bromley Morning 
News. On the front page appeared an 
article attributed to “our special cor­ 
respondent at Washington,” purporting 
to tell the fundamental reason why 
President Roosevelt would uot accept 
a renomination aud re-election. An ex­ 
tract from it said: 
“The president’s most poignant re­ 
gret is that circumstances render it im­ 
possible for him as a patriot to make 
the tight. In reaching this definite and 
final conclusion 
he 
was influenced 
doubtless to some degrc 
by the fact 
of his announcement that he would 
not accept a renomination and by his 
sense of personal loyalty to Secretary 
Taft. Rut the chief consideration was 
one that has not hitherto been guessed. 
Mr. Roosevelt is a student of history, 
and especially the history of the lives of 
great men whose careers have made a 
serious impress upon the political for­ 
tunes of their countries. The one vital 
lesson that he has drawn from his 
studies is that re-election to a third 
term in the present peculiar condition 
of the publicjmind would endanger the 
republic. 
“He feels that temperamentally he 
strikingly resembles Augustus Caesar. 
He fully appreciates that his impulse 
is as strong as was that of the Roman 
emperor to seize all the power he can 
get in order to accomplish quickly any 
laudable purpose in the interest of the 
public. 
Indeed, experience has con­ 
vinced Mr. Roosevelt’s judgment that 
this tendency within himself to absorb 
authority for the performance of good 
is Irresistible. 
“Moreover, he feels certain that his 
triumphant re-election by an over­ 
whelming majority would arouse iii the 
minds of the people a positive insist­ 
ence that he remove all obstacles to 
the carrying out of their will as inter­ 
preted by him. 
With characteristic 
prescience he foresees a possible situa­ 
tion which could he resolved ouly by 
the acquisition of complete and undi­ 
vided 
personal authority even 
less 
gradually than it was obtained by his 
prototype iii character and tempera­ 
ment, the Roman emperor to whom in* 
referred. 
On patriotic grounds, there­ 
fore, as a lover of free institutions and 
from an earnest desire to perpetuate 
the great republic in substantially its 
original form he would not under any 
conceivable circumstances accept a re­ 
nomination from either or both of the 
great political parties.*’

from the use of intoxicating liquors 
and tobacco until his twenty-first birth­ 
day are excepted. 
Another $1,000 will be placed at In­ 
terest aud used In the second centen­ 
nial in the same manner. 
A third $1,000 will be placed a t In­ 
terest and usq$ in the third coming 
centennial under sim ilar conditions. 
Of the fourth $1,000 the Interest Is to 
be used perpetually and annually for 
prizes for the best pupils in the differ­ 
ent schools. 
These gifts may look comparatively 
small on their face, but when figured 
out in their ultimate proportions they 
loom large. 
The next centennial of 
the town will come sixty-six years 
from next June. 
The first $1,000, in­ 
vested at 3Mj per cent interest, com­ 
pounded semiannually, as is the cus­ 
tom with savings banks, will am ount 
to $9,875 on the uext centennial day. 
As Ludlow’ has but 3,881 inhabitants, 
according to Hie census of 1905, and 
the total num ber of registered voters 
last year was less than 500, this sum 
will provide adequately for the ab­ 
stemious young men and the worthy 
poor unless the town growrs more rap­ 
idly than it has grown In the last 134 
years. 
The second $1,000, Invested under 
similar conditions, will yield $317,268 
at the following centennial, 166 years 
from now. 
With the knowledge of 
this fund, which doubtless will be 
widespread at that time, the number 
of nondrinking and nonsmoking young 
men in tow’n ought to be large enough 
to give Ludlow a worldwide reputa­ 
tion for the conduct of Its youth. 
But the grand prize Is still a century 
ofT. 
The third $1,000, Invested at 3% 
per cent, will, In June of the year 2174, 
when the time comes for Its distribu­ 
tion, am ount to the stupendous sum of 
$10,193,195, increasing more than ten 
thousandfold from the original sum. 
The num ber of virtuous young men 
and worthy poor that can be provided 
for with this great fund w’ould be 
enough to make a respectably sized 
city. 
More than this, the tow n’s bene­ 
factor has provided for perpetual and 
annual prizes for the best pupils In 
the public schools, annual relief for the 
poor of the town, Independently of the 
distributions of the large fu.ids, an­ 
nual assistance Id the support, main­ 
tenance and repair of the First Con­ 
gregational church of Ludlow and the 
payment of the pastor’s salary. 
There will be also annual distribu­ 
tions of Bibles to baptized children 
who have reached the age of seven 
years and money prizes for Sunday 
school pupils who have had a perfect 
record of attendance for a year.
